were able to foreknow, and foreſhew things me- 
morable tro come, good oreuill, ro Gods people | 
or ſtrangers, friends or enemies; in regard of 
which excellent gift and facultie, they were called 
Prophets: 5. foretellers of things to come, or 
Seers © : both becauſe God was ſeene of themin 
viſions and dreames,as God himſelfe ſaid,/f there 
bee a Prophet among you, 1 the Lord will make my 
ſelfe knowne unto him in 4 viſion, and will ſpeake 
antobin in a drcame*; andalſo,becauſe they tore- 
ſaw things to come : which gift of prophecie was 
givenin the old Teftament, as well asche New ; 
and in both , ro-women as well as men; ſo that 
there were in both Teſtaments as well Propheteſ- 
ſes as Prophets, though they much more rare*. | 
This gift of prophelie inthe old Teſtament, be- | 
gan with the wotId*, for the firſt man was a Pro- | 
phet, (and is regiſtred in the Catalogue *) and en- | 
ded with 7ohz the Baptiſt: fo faith Chrift;7he Law | 
and the Prophets comtieened wntill Jahn the Bap- 


T eltament began with Chit the chile of Pro- | 
phets, end ended- with /obn, who wrote'the Re- | 
velation, comaining all memorable things to be- | 
fallthe-ChirekioFG68/HrEhe ies ereofto the | 
end of the world + Bot howloeuef tye 
cheſpiri: of God,'burhee may till ar his pleafore 
endue with this gift; indTeffin Martyr ſpeaketh of 
Prophets in Hig"! (who lived ſome fortie, 
yearesaſterthe writing of the Revelation®,) yet it

bur ſuch as did open and the ancient 
Prophets of Gad,; as Saint Paw calleth the prea- 
ching of the Goſpell prophelie®. Ir is true that 
Bellarmine doth hold,that this is the twelfth note 
of the true Church*; and tothat end alledgerh 
the Propheſies of Benedit?, Bernard, Francs, for- 
ged and fabulous things. If wee ſhould joyne 
iſſue with him, I might better alledge from true 
and authencike ſtories the wonderfull propheſies 
of lobs Hus, lerome of Prague, Luther , Walter 
Brute, Hooper, which indeed came to paſle , yer 1 
rake it the ordinary giftof Prophelic cealed in the 
Church with /obn. Brocardand ſome others who 
felled themſelves Prophets, and by wricten 
rophelies foretold many things, the ſequell hach 
proclaimed them for fooles, liers, and deceivers, 

and that they never had pee gift of God. 
For the Prophets of the old Teſtament, in 
ſome ages God raiſed up many, in ſome very 
few, in ſome none: From the time of Afalachie 
untill Chriſt we have no writings nor knowledge 
ofany, which was about 400. yeares at the lealt*. 
Then might the people of God complaine in- 
deed, wee ſee not our ſignes , there is no more 4- 
ny Prophet * , Po | — in Gods 
a . troy ing for Chriſt, and his fore- 
runner John the Bah, of whom Aalachie had ſo 
plainly prophelied. The times in the old Tefta- 
ment which moſt aboanded with Prophets, were 
the times before the captivities of 1/rael & 1udah,

Concerning our preſent Prophet ,, hee was 
an excellent man of God, ſanified in his mo- 
thers wombe, and abundantly furniſhed with ex- 
traordinarie graces and gifts of God: his name 
was /eremie,about the Etymon whereof, the godly 
learned are ſomewhat divided in opinion; two of 
them are good, you may chuſe whether yec will : 
One deriveth his name from ſuch rootes in the 
Hebrew tongue, as ſignifie an excellent man of 
* Godzand ſo was he indeed in regard of ſanQify- 
ing grace and propheticall gitts, and is by a lear- 
ned man propoſed to Preachers of the Goſpel, 
as being an admirable Preacher*, Another Geri. 
verh his name from ſuch a roote as ſignifieth ro 
caſt off; lirmijah, ramah 1ah, the reje& of the 
Lord *; and ſo he was in regard of his condition, 
for of all the Prophets of God hee ſuffered moſt, 
and-was moſt calamitous *.

But ſee the obſtinacie of the 
lewes, who being thus fairely and roundly dealt 
withall, and warned by the example of Gods 
judgemenc on their brechren the ren Tribes, now 
carried into captivity z they would take no war- 
ning, nor be reformed, but proceeded from evill 
to worle, extremely abuling Gods Prophets, 
and ſpecially our Prophet 7erenwe 1 w at 
the laſt God [ware he would makethemdeſolare, 
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revealed unto eremie, and bade him prophelic 
their carrying into captivity, that God would do 
to Ieruſalem as he had done to Shileh, and ſerue 
Iudahas he had done Ephraim, in the verſe imme- 
diately before: yea and to affure him thatirt ſhould 
be,to remove the peoples odiz from him, and to 
prevent diſcouragement in him, in the words of 
my ext he giveth a ſtrait and expreſle charge,nort 
to pray for them, Therefore pray not for them, for 1 
will not beare thee r q.d, Oh my ſervant, ſonne of 
man, thou ſceſt how wicked and linfull chis peo- 
ple is, how neither my judgements on their bre- 
thren, nor thy Miniſtery. doth them any good, 
but they grow worſe and worſe; I therefore let

how is Babylon fore warned ? haw thole golden 
Churches in Alta Minor? how are wee all fore- 
D 3 warned|

| warned of the deſtruction of the world by fire ? 
| how are weall torewarned of the deſtruction of 
| the wicked in hell fire? yea, what judgement can 
| befall us, but our conſciences mutt needs reſtifie,

| hath given us warning? All which doe ſufhciently 

confirme our dod&rine, that commonly God

take no warning, but walke on ſtill, and will know | 
nothing,till the heavens be all on a flaming fire,the | 
trampert ſound, yea hell fire ſeaze upon themzand | 
then it is too late. | 

You will aske me, by what meanes doth God | 
give people ſuch warning ? 

I anſwer : the meanes are of two forts,viz.or- 
dinarie,and extraordinarie ; the ordinarie meanes, 
is the miniſterie of his ſervants: as of Noah to the 
old world, L#tto Sodome, Moſes and Aaron to

I anſwer, itis true, ( God be bleſſed) that 
Romilh Idolatry, is, by our Chriſtian and whole- 


ſome Lawes, ſupprefled, and his Excellent Ma- 
jeſty, both by pecreleſſe labours, and exquilite 
writings, hath throughly diſcovered the Anti- 
' chriſt, and by godly Edidts and Proclamations, 

advanceth pure Religion to theutmoſt ; wherein 
| the Lord enable him to perſiſt, that heand bis 
may be bleſſed for ever. Amen. Bur give me leave 
to make a few Quzres. Have we not roo many 
Chemarims, Seminaries, Prieſts, and Ieſuites, ſa- 
crificing to Baal? Have we not too many that 
ſweare by the Lord & Malcom,as all our Church-

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Yea, that which is worſerthan all this ; arenot the 
leremies, and Ezcchiels, ſentuntothem, hatred, 


mocked, ſcorned, and derided, and even loaded 
with malicious flanders, as the rvileſt men on

who fo ſimple as from them cannot conclude; 
therefore ſurely, God mult needs be avenged on 
ſuch a Nation , unleiſe we repent. ſpeedily, and.
